NEWS NOTES 

Mr. Raymond Wyer has been ap- 
pointed Director of the Hackley Art 
Gallery in Muskegon, Michigan, and has 
already taken up the duties of this of- 
fice. Mr. Wyer studied art in London, 
Paris and Brussels and has exhibited ex- 
tensively. He is also a writer and lec- 
turer on art subjects and has had spe- 
cial training as an expert in art. His 
intention is to bring the Hackley Art 
Gallery in close connection with the peo- 
ple of Muskegon and to establish a high 
standard in acquisitions of works of art. 
The Art Gallery will open with an ex- 
hibition the last of May. The building, 
which has just been completed, has five 
large galleries on one floor, beneath 
which is a large auditorium for lectures. 

Mr. Henry Merwin Shrady has been 
selected as the sculptor of the monument 
to be erected to General Alpheus S. 
Williams in Detroit, Michigan. The se- 
lection of the sculptor was placed in the 
hands of a special expert committee com- 
posed of John M. Donaldson and Charles 
Moore in consultation with Mr. Daniel 
C. French and Mr. Herbert Adams, 
sculptors, and McKim, Mead and White, 
architects. The monument is not to ex- 
ceed $30,000 in cost. It is to consist of 
an equestrian statue on an appropriate 
pedestal, the latter to be designed by 
Alpheus Williams Chittenden, of Detroit. 

The Fine Arts Department of the 
Carnegie Institute has established a De- 
partment of Prints. It is announced that 
the purpose of the Department will be 
to procure from time to time, as op- 
portunity offers, important etchings, mez- 
zotints and engravings, and thus build 
up gradually a valuable and comprehen- 
sive collection. The Department begins 
with one of the most important collec- 
tions of original drawings by American 
artists in this country. 

The Metropolitan Museum of Art has 
recently acquired through purchase a 
painting by Whistler, "Cremorne Gar- 
dens No. 2," and one by Jan Van de 



Cappelle, "The Mouth of the Scheldt," 
and has received, moreover, as a gift 
from Mr. V. G. Fischer two very inter- 
esting paintings of the English School, 
a portrait of Dr. Joseph Black by 
Sir Henry Raeburn and a portrait of 
John Julius Angerstein by Sir Thomas 
Lawrence. 

Rochester, N. Y., is to have an art gal- 
lery. It is a gift from Mrs. James S. 
Watson to the University of Rochester 
in memory of her son, the late James G. 
Averell, and will be erected at once upon 
the University campus. The building, 
which is to be one story high, will be 
designed in the Italian Renaissance style 
and besides picture galleries will contain 
a lecture room and library. 

A room has recently been opened in 
the Musee du Luxembourg to be de- 
voted exclusively for some months to 
works by American artists, which have 
been acquired by the French Government. 

The John Herron Art Institute of In- 
dianapolis has purchased a painting by 
Frank Townsend Hutchens entitled "A 
Winter Morning." An exhibition of 
paintings by Mr. Hutchens was held 
in the Institute from March 31st to 
April 10th. 

A painting by Elizabeth Nourse en- 
titled "Twilight" has been purchased by 
the Toledo Museum of Art for its per- 
manent collection. This painting was 
shown in the Paris Salon of 1011.
